REI Hereas it hach beene oftentimes, by Decrees 


and Judgements at Law declared and ſetled, That Tenant- 
rights, ſince the moſt happy Union of theſe two renowmed 
11 Kingdomes o — — and Scotland in Our perſon, are vtterly 
by the ancient and fundamentall rule of Law of this Pur King- 
dome ot England, extinguiſhed and aboliſhed, being but dependan⸗ 
tes of fozmer ſeparation and hoſtilitie; And that there is the like

| 8 2 ſetled Rule and tonſtant pꝛactiſe in Scotland ſinte the Union; And 
vet neuertheleſſe diners Suits are continually raiſed and pzolecu- 

ted in Our Courts ot᷑ Yuſtice here in England, grounded vpon the 


ſaid claime of Tenant⸗ right, oz Cuſtomarie eſtate of Inheritante, vnder that pꝛetence, where⸗ 
by not onely theanemozy of the ſatd Tenant⸗ right is continued, which ought to be damned to 
a perpetuall obliuion, but alſo both parties doe ſuſtaine needleſſe charge, and impoueriſh⸗ 
ment, in queſtiomngof that which is beyond all diſpute ; which may allo (in regard of combi- 
nation of Tenants, and generall Taxes, to purſue their Landloꝛds vpon a commonpurſe) 
open a way to turbulent and ſeditious attempts: Mee, out of Our Pincely and neuer inter- 
mitted care, to auoide theſe inconuentences afozeſaid, haue both recommended the matter to 
all Our Judges, to ſuppꝛeſſe and ſurceaſe ſtrifes and ſuits of this nature, And haue alſo giuen 
expꝛeſſe charge and tommandement, to all the pzincipall Officers and Miniſters of Our ſelues 
and Our deareſt Sonne the Pꝛinte, That in Our owne Lands, and like wile in thoſe ot Our 
deare Sonne the Pꝛinte (neere 02 boꝛdering vpon Scotland where ſuch Tenant - rights haue 
beeneclatmed) they doe let all Eſtates, whether foz Liues oꝛ teres, be it foꝛ Fine oꝛ impꝛoue⸗ 
ment of Kent, by Jndenture onely,and not otherwiſe, To the end to ceaſe and diſcontinue 


the ſaid Claime: 


And further, to the end the ſame courſe may be vnifozme and generall amongſt Our lo- 


uing Subiects, wee doe by theſe Pzeſents Wiſh and erpect from all Our louing Subiects in 
thoſe parts, that they ſhall follow and confozme themſelues to the lame example, foꝛ Leaſing 
ſuch Landsin manner afozeſaid, But herewithall woe doe ſtrictly command, That no Entry 
in any Court Voll, hereafter, either of Our owne Honours oꝛ Mannours, oꝛ ofthe Pzinces, 
oꝛ of anyof Our Sublects, doe mention any Eſtate termed of Tenant-right, oz Cuſtomarie 
Eſtate, pzetendedfoz Bozder-ſeruice; On the other ſide Our expꝛeſſe plealure is, That good 
and dutifull Tenants, who ſhall willnglyſubmit themſelues to ſuch Eſtates, be vſed with 
allfauour aud moderation, which we doubt not but the Landlozds will doe; Yet tan ſhall 
be found to doe the contrary, Sur Courts of Equitie (hall euer be open and ready to ouer rule 
ſuch Landlozds, As on the other ſide, both Our Courts of Law and Equitie, ſhall be to bzt- 
dle and eiett all ſuch vnreaſonable Tenants as ſhall withſtand it.
